Tt Is twent? miles from the old Enélish 
town of Salisbury to the camp. The last 
teh rhiles ate over toads which afte ond 
continuous ‘mud slide. The big motor 
transport wagons have churned the 
tracks to sludge pudding a foot déép. 

Twelve thousand lettefs & day are sent 
out of camp directed to Amerita; bo a 
few people across thé Atiantié are being 
told about it. 

The principal things wanted by the 
Canadian troops afte pens, ink, and 
paper with which to write home.

_Two developments ‘te the ‘fighting in 
Belgium will: have an influence, on the 
operations of the next few days. One 
is the withdrawel of the Germans 
from the Yser River. The addition of 
these troops, to the German forces, 
further to the south, should result in 
added vigor for the attacks, with 
which they are endeavoring ‘to. break 
down the British resistance at Ypres. 

The mention in the official dis- 
Patches of the London Scottish terri- 
torial regiment is particularly signi- 
ficant. ‘If one territorial regiment has 
been sent to the continent, the rest 
must soon be ready to follow. Great 
Britain’s’ territoria] army at the out- 
break of the war‘consisted of 315,000 
men. Large numbers..of them were 
sent to outlying possessions, such as 
Bermuda, Gibraltar, and Suez, to take 
the places of regular garrisons that 
were thus made available for the 
fighting force in France.. The addi- 
tion to the British Armies in Con- 
tinent of territorial regiments. which. 
were not needed for. the above duty 
will give a valuable increase in the 
strength of their fighting force.’ 

The total British regular army 
amounted to 480,000 men, of.. whom 
120;000 were stationed in various parts 
of the world at the outbreak of the 
war. After making allowances for 
losses to date and the small detach- 
ments retained in the various garri- 
sons, Great Britain must have about 
800,000 regulars in her armies: in 
France. If the territorials can now 
be sent to the front, it will mean a 
reinforcement of at least 150,000 men 
for tHe British field army. 

This addition to the fighting strength 
of the ‘Allies would now come at a 
Particularly. opportune ‘moment, in. 
view of the reported arrival of large 
reinforcements on the German side. 
All signs point te an early-increase in 
the activity of the fighting in’ France. 

On the East Prussian border the 
Germans have given up their hold on 
Russian territory in spite of the vig- 
orous efforts which they have made 
during the last two weeks to. maintain 
this advanced position. Their retreat 
toward Lyck and Bialla carries the 
fighting once more on to German soil. 
This retreat seems to be more hur- 
ried than called for by the activity, 
So far reported of the Russian troops 
‘in this part of’ the field. It seems 
Probable that. the Germans. have 
adopted a. defensive line of operations 
on this front and that they are fall- 
ing back to their strongly defended 


_ line in: the ‘vicinity of Ly.ck. 


The news from Poland also shows a 
precipitate retreat on.the part of the 
Germans. When driven out of Lodz, 
they retreated to the line of the 
Warta River, which here flows north 
and south and forms an excellent line 
of defense. The Russians followed 
close behind their retreating columns, 
and now say they have captured the 
important defensive point of Kola, 
where the main highway from War-' 
saw to Posen crosses the Warta. 

The Russian successes against the 
Austro-German forces havé continued 
all along the liné tn Poland, and on 
Tuesday had forced them south of 


The line-up of the opposing armies 
from’ Kielce through. Przemysl to 
Turka is now very similar to that 
from Krasnik through ‘Tomaszow and 
Lemberg to Halicz in the first. weeks" 
of. September. ' The Russians than 
broke through the Austrian line in the 
victories of Tomaszow and Rawa 
Ruska and. forced an Austrian retreat 
under conditions that largely de-° 
stroyed the. fighting value of their 
armies, 

The Russians are now making a 
similar strategic move against the 
Austrian forces\ south of Kielce. If 
they succeed.in this attempt their 
armies will be 70 miles closer to 
Cracow than are the Austrians on the 
San. Such a move might be dis- 
astrous for the Austrian forces now 
opposing the Russians in Galicia. 

The influence of this campaign in 
Russia. and Galicia extends further 
than the immediate success in this 
‘theatre. The rapid retirement of: the 
Germans indicates that they may be 
sacrificing the campaign on their 
eastern border to-gather in all possible 
. force for a. last extreme effort to 
strike a decisive blow against the 
Allies in France. If such be the case 
the effect of the shift of troops should 
s00n be apparent in the operations in 
France. ‘ 

If the Russians should stop to re- 
cuperate after. their arduous cam- 
paigning of the last three weeks, the 
Germans ‘might have: a chance to 
carry out to good effect this shift of 
strength. which has generally been 
admitted to be an important part of 
their military plan. But the Russians 
have shown no signs of such action. 
They haye followed close behind the 
Gernians in their retreat and any 
large weakéning in the German forces 
in the east can hardly fail to result in 
further Russian victories: Germany 
has the interior position and can make 
use of it to some extent for st ng 
blows first in one direction and they 
in the other. 

The defense of the Allies against 
such a conduct of the war by the 
Austro-German military staff will lie 
in sueh a vigorous pressing of -the 
campaign. in every field that the 
Austro-Germans will be unable to 
weaken their forces in any part of the 
war zone ‘without subjecting their 
troops to the danger of defeat. 

Whatever the plan under which the 
Austro-German forces’ are operating 
in’ the east, it is probable that reports 
from Galicia will soon tell of a rapid 
retreat of the Austrian armies from 
the San River. The Russian capture 
of -Kielce leaves the Austrian line 
from Prezmysl to the Vistula so far

The Twelfth Congress District, on the 
east side, made local political history 
Tuesday, when for the first time in 
New York City a Socialist, Meyer Lon- 
don, was elected to Congress, defeating 
Henry M. Goldfogie, the Democratic and 
Independénce League candidate. Con- 
gressman Goldfogle had been returned 
to Washington year after year by Tam- 
many voters, and the election of a 
Socialist in his place turned that part 
of the east side upside down. London’s 
plurality was placed at 924: The vote 
stood: Goldfogle, 4,944; Borewsky, Re- 
publican, 1,183; London, 5,868. - 

Meyer London is well known through- 
out the east side and in Socialist circles, 
He was counsel for the Cloakmakers’ 
‘Union at the time of their strike and 
was practically the leader of the 50,000 
workers. He is a member of the Indus- 
trial Commission of the Men's Clothing 
Industry. In 1912 London came within 
1,000 votes of defeating Goldfogle for 
Congress, and his friends then said he 
would win the next time. 

So little attention was given to him 
on Tuesday night that in tabulating the 
returns bis name wds overlooked and 
Goldfogle’s plurality over Borowsky, the 
Republican candidate, was thought suf- 
ficient to elect him. When it became 
known that London actually had beaten 
Goldfogle the Socialists turned loose and 
Save him a big reception. 

Mr, London is 42 years old. He was 
born in Russia and came to this country 
when 16 years old. He studied law and 
Was admitted to the Bar in 1898, and 
has practiced his profession ever since. 
He has represented a large number of 
labor unions.

It was said that he had 
gone to.the -front with the German 
Army, and had. died fighting for his 
Fatherland. Mr. Schindler, walked into 
the St. Regis yesterday at Junchtime, 
as-he used to do-every day last Winter 
and Manager Haan, his. brother Joseph, 
Mr. -Bevan, the Assistant Manager. and 
Leo. the head waiter could not believe 
at first that they were. not. seeing a 
ghost. 

Mr. Schindler’s - long black locks, 
which. have been. a familiar sight in 
muscial assemblies for years, were gone, 
and it was discovered that he had shorn 
himself for safety’s sake, Though @ 
German, born in Berlia he was talten 
for a Russian spy in the German‘ capi- 
tal .and “had a narrow: escape from a 
mob which pursued him. - For eleven 
weeks he was shut up in Berlin, unable 
to send word of his’ affairs here, and 
unable to get: any money. 

“TI happened to airive in Berlin the 
day before war’ was declared,” said. 
Mr. Schindler. ‘I had spent all of July 
in London, but. previous to that, I had 
spent May and June traveling about 
in Russia, and all my luggage was 
pasted up with the labels of- hotels in 
Moscow, St. Petersburg, Warsaw and 
other. Russian cities... After reaching 
Berlin, I.could not get a letter away 
for eleven weeks, and I ought to have 
been back here to take up my work 
fully two months ago. 

“You see, while I have taken out my 
first. papers for American citizenship, 
I have not been living over here the 
ten years necessary te \become immune 
from: serving. in the Landsturm, in Ger- 
many, and as I was in Germany, I could 
be called upon for’ serivce. 

“In Germany, while the whole country 
has been, and is united onthe justice 
of Germany’s cause, everybody thought 
our- only opponents would be France 
and Russia, and ‘that ¢dhe- war would 
not last long.

Crowd: “Throwr. Into a Panic by an 


tnacr WITH HALR UT 


Explosion Near Express Office. 


The explosion of. a tank of compressed 
oxygen in front of the American Ex-. 
press Company’s office at 446 Lafayette 
Street, at Astor Place, shortly after 6 
o’clock last night, injured two employes 
of. the company severely and ‘caused 
great excitement among the crowds who 
were passing through the neighborhood 
on their return from work. The tank, 
which was of cast iron, cylindrical in 
shape, and two feet long by six inches : 
thick, was lying on the pavement out- 
side of the building in a pile of other 
freight when a wagon drew up to receive 
the outgoing articles. ‘ 

Workmen were looking at the stack 
of goods, wondering what to pick up 
first, when the -tank exploded without 
warning. Nobody was touching it at 
1 the time, but great havoc was spread 
around. Frederick J. Brooks of. 1,446 
East Fifth Street, Brooklyn, an assist- 
ant agent, who was standing beside the 
pile of goods, suffered a compound frac- 
ture of the left: leg and had his right 
leg badly lacerated. Theodore Dicker 
of 261 Newark Street, Hoboken, a helper 
employed on the delivery wagon which 
was to take up the tank, was badly cut 
on the legs, and*Edmund J. O'Connell, 
the sidewalk watchman, was for the 
moment blinded by the shock of the ex- 
plosion. 

The loud report drew a big crowd to 
the spot, as it- was supposed that a 
bomb had been set-off. Among those 
who were attracted by the noise were 
Sergeant Jones and Patrolman Sheedy 
of the Mercer Street Station, who 
| quieted ‘the crowd, cleared the bystand- 
ers away from.the place, and turned 
in an ambulance call. Dicker and 
Brooks were removed-to St, Vincent's 
Hospital.

On a part of 
the tank which, was picked up after 
the ‘explosion found the name of 
thé Lenox Chem Company of Cleve- 
land, which is owned by the Bishop- 
Babcock-Becker Company. The Lenox 
Company has an office with the parent 
firm in its Lafayette Street house, put 
nohe of its representatives was in, 
and employes of the SBishop-Babcock- 
Becker Company said they knew noih- 
ing about the tank,

Two diamond side combs 
worth $1,000 were: found afterward -in 
the hall, ‘where Mrs. Burns had strug- 
gled with the robbers. 

Saturday night was Carnival Night in 
Harlem and Mrs. Burns allowed the 
servants to go out. Her brother, Thomas 
Oliver, was asleep in a room on the top 
floor. He is practically a cripple from 
rheumatism. -Another brother, George, 
the remaining member of the household, 
had gone out to attend the automobile 
parade. 

Mrs. Burns sat alone in the parlor 
about 11 o’clock, reading. In the rear 
parlor was Miss Burns. They had en- 
tertained earlier in the evening: .Mrs. 
Burns had just extinguished a light in 
the parlor and was about to join Miss 
Butler when the door bell .rang. As 
Mrs. Burns opened the door a man 
rushed in and turned off the hall light, 
leaving them in darkness. A _ second 
man followed, shouting: 

** Now .we’ve got you! We've been 
looking for you for years.” 

As he spoke he struck Mrs. Burns on 
the head with a blackjack and she sank 
senseless to the floor. Miss Butler heard 
the commotion and stepped to the door- 
way into the hall. 

“Get her! Kill her too!” shouted one 
of the.men, and the other sprang at the 
young woman, pointing a revolver at 
her. She stood motionless, too. much 
frightened even to cry out, and the re- 
volver was brought down on her head, 
sturming her.

The defend- 
ants under these indictments cannot 
be convicted unless they have done 
something injurious to the public or 
unreasonable when tested by ordinary 
business judgment and practice. | 
There is no doubt that the doings of 
the New Haven managers have been 
@ public detriment, but not in all 
Ways, nor necessarily in any way 
such thet anybody ought to go te 
prison for them. The rates charged 
by this asserted ménopoly have been 
reguiated so severely that there isa 
reaction toward liberality. The de

The defendants 
have lost much money for themselves 
and others, but none of it with feloni- 
ous intent. so far as is known. [ff 
they have been guilty of theft of cor- 
porate assets, or if they have been 
guilty of crimina] waste or negligence, 
théey should suffer. That is the ques- 
tion at issue, and en opinion before 
trial would be premature. Brrors of 
judgment are not criminal, and are 
not tmputable fer crimes by those 
who must share responsibility for 
them. 

The defendants no doubt think them- 
selves unjustly treated, and will ever 
retain the opinion which may be im- 
puted to them, that, {f they had not 
been Balked, they would have done 
great things for the public as well as 
for themselves. On the other hand, 
those assuming to work in the public 
interest nidy be supposed to have an 
equally strong conviction that all has 
been Gone by them for the best and 
with extreme fairness. This differ- 
ence of opinion now can never be 
settled, and ft throws no light upon 
the interests of those using this public 
utility. & 

Wil its charges be reduced? Wil 
{ts ‘facilities be tnéréased? Will the 
catise of public morality be promoted 
ty this prosecution? What man cf 
Business {s there whe might not have 
done what these men. did, undér the 
Conditions of the tithe when they did 
it? That ts an important questién in 
judging these indictments, for the 
verdict will come from the average

Suggestion That Bankers May: Re- 
fuse-Loans for . Operations . 
.. In: London Mieieas.: 





WASHINGTON, Nov, 4.—Sir -George 
Paish and Basil B. Blackett of the Eng- 
list’ Treasury , have: practically fulfilied 
the mission’ which brought them: to the 


age t United’ States; and as.a consequence of 
their conferences with the Federal: Re- 


serve Board and New ‘York bankers “it 
was. indicated tonight that .no further 
steps need be taken for-the present to 
arrange for shipmicnts of American gold 
to.Europe. - . 

The conferen¢es here and in New York 
have convinced them, that. the ‘matter 
of American debts, abroad will ‘be ad- 
justed through the natural avenues of 
trade and.through . the . special ma- 
chinery already. set, up.’ The $100,000,000 
gold pool, the, New York. City syndicate, 
and the American crops are expected to 
take care of the ‘present’ indebtedness. 
It is said it will not be. even necessary 
for the Resérve Board and the bankers 
to: arrange the proposed loan .fer the 
issues of short-term notes to match the 
balance in favor of England which the 
gold pool and the-New York syndicate 
will leave. 

Sir George was understood tonight to 
have agreed that‘no such note isste was 
hecessary; and that: renewed: and re- 
vived trade with America would ‘soon 
edt up .the outstanding amounts. If 
his view is indorsed’by his Government 
there will- be no. fear by members’:of 
the board that American banks are’ to 
be drained of their gold at the time 
when they are.about to.shift. their re- 
serve, pay ‘subscriptions to Federal re- 
serve banks; and in other ways take 
up their new lanes of travel as integral 
parts of the new’ banking system.

Special to The New York Times, 
NEW BRUNSWICK, 'N. J., Nov. 4.— 
Scores of farmers, armed with shotguns 
or rifles; squads of the city police, and 


countryside tonight. for Richard von 
Krebs. Von Krebs murdered Mrs. 
Henry Rheil this morning as she ran to 
the rescue of her husband, whom he-al- 
ready had shot down. 

The fugitive is -a madman, who has 
been confined in the State Hospital for 
‘the Insane at Trenton. He has made 
threats against most of the prominent 
residents of this city and the surround- 
ing country, believing. that they have 
opposed him in the many legal entangle- 
ments in which. his: hatred of the law 
has involved him. He is a German, be- 
tween fifty-five and sixty years of‘age, 


with rifle or revolver. -He is a former 
army officer and frequently has-asserted 
that the German. Government supports 
him, and that at one time he was a 
member of the Kaiser’s household. 
Nevertheless he was once butler to ex- 
President Roosevelt’s father. 

Railroad stations and trolley ‘termi- 
nals are being watched-and every road 
away from this city is patroled tonight 
‘by armed guards,: for itis feared that 
von Krebs may try to execute some of 
his threats.. No trace. of the-man has 
been found since he ran from the Rheil 


farm, three and a half miles from this 
city, shortly after 10 o'clock this morn-
